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DIVORCE PROBLEMS: 


The fact that Hongkong is to 
have its own divorce law: invests

Modern Art. 


The cacophonies and dissonances 
of modern art may benefit the 
times in which we live. Cubism, 
the “concerts of factory sirens” 
in Russia, and other emanntions 
of the worship of violence, charac- 
teri4e states of mind and feeling 
which are, perhaps, constructive 
but are certainly iconoclastic. 
Some of our modern poets are 
unaware that the metric forms, or 
formlessness, which they affect are 
Bolshevist in origin and inspira- 
tion. In such a framework the 
muses can hardly feel at home, nor 
is there much place for the still, 
small voice that tells a poet or 
artist how to conquer beauty with- 
out constraint, At .bottom,’ the 
whole problem of modern: art re- 
solves itself into a search for the 
“absolutes” of our present life, 
into a quest of its supreme values 
and transcending ideals. Without 
“passion for an absolute of some 
sort there can be no great * art. 
Violence is not und can never be 
an‘end in itself, It is always re- 
lative, and is usually compounded 
of hatred. Mr, Clutton-Brock put 
the matter in a nutshell when he 
wrote, in his ‘Essays on Litera- 
ture and Life’: “The passion for 
the absolute does not mean art for 
art's sake, nor does it meun wor- 
ship of the artist; the greatest 
art is always about something not 
itself, and the greatest artist docs 
not desire to ‘be worhipped, but wor- 
ships., Nor ig he «# peculiar 
person with a trick of hisown.. . 
He is representative of all men, 
a priest without sacerdotal tricks, 
because of his passion for the 
absolute . . . Shakespeare’s ‘Ham- 
let? owes its beauty, its superlor 
truth and profundity to the fact 
that Hamlet himself, while tied 
even by his sense of duty to the 
narrow and ugly business of re- 
venge, is still haunted by the pas- 
sion for the absolute.” The 
trouble with “modern” artists and 
their art is thnt they usually seem 


welcomed.

SOVIET RUSSIA 


WHAT A SURVEY 
DISCLOSES 


“HIGHER OUTPUT AND 
FALLING WAGES 


How far has the “dictatorship of 
the proletarint” in Russia proved 
able to incrense the wages of the 
workers in relation to the carn- 
ings of other classes of the com- 
munity, or to raise them above the 
level required by economic laws? 

An answer to these fundamen- 
,tal questions is provided in an 
exhaustive survey’ of wage con- 
ditions in Ruasia since the  be- 
ginning of the Revolution, which 
is published by the Birmingham 
Bureau of Research on Russian 
Economic Conditions. 


t id shown that in the first 
tyehrs of the Revolution (say, 
1918 to.1920) the workers, though 
at that period they had greater 
power than at any other time were 
unable) materially to | improve 
their position, The reason was 
That the disintegration of the 
national cconomy made it impos- 
sible for them to profit: socially 
and = economically from — their 
supremacy. But fronv 1921 down 
_ to the beginning of the Five Year 
Plan” their position improved 
rapidly. 

The exact extent of this {m- 
provement -is traced in an index 
figure compiled from — official 
sources and showing the ratio be- 
tween wages, including wages in 
kind (e. g. social services) and the 
national income over a series of 
years. ; we eal 

From thts index figure it’ can 
be seen that the value of. the 
worker's carnings in relation to 
those of all other classes of the 
gommunity had increased, ¢ 
pared with 1918, by 80 per cent. 
in 1922-3, and by t43 per cent. in 
1997-8. y 


, ” Well-Being Undermined. 


From then onwards it has con- 
sistently fallen, till in 1991 the 
inerense is estimated at only 68 
per cent. over 1913. 

The reasons are twofold. in 
the first place, the enormous 
volume. of capital accumulation, 
which bean to be enforced by the 
Government under the Five-Year 
Plan, undermined the economic 
well-being and social status of the 
workera. Secondly, as economic 
and business conditions — sup- 
planted purely revolutionary and 
political policies, wares  fevels 
came to depend more and more 

pon the actual productivity of 

Tabour. The big: ine in 
wages from 1921 onwards had, in 
fact, never been justified by the 
level of output. - 

The offect of these changes wus 
that the income per head of the 
working class population, which, 
in 1913 had been about 2.8 times 
us great as that of the agricul- 
tural population, rose to oa 
maximum of 4.9 times as great in 
1926-7. But by 1930 it was back 

' 12 3.46 times as great. ' 
thus, the standard of living of 
the “average industrial — worker 
still remains substantially —im- 
proved as compared with that of 
the pensant, though. not to the 
same extent as seven or eight 
years ago. . 

With regard to the relation be- 

tween wages and industrial out- 

y put, it is shown that between 
1922 and 1924 per cent. inerease 
in productivity was accompanied 
by an increase of no less than 113 
per cent. in wages. 

This naturally led to a large in- 
crease in the cost of production 


, of industria] output, awhich the} 


. Soviet authorities presently saw 
to be undesirable. They accord- 
ingly changed their policy, and 
between 1924 and 1927 the in- 
crease in wages was maintuined 
at approximatcly the sume pro- 
portion’ a8 the increase in (pro- 
ductivity.

AND RUSSIA 


A VISIT. “INCOGNITO”? 


Rome, July 20. 

According to news published in 
the Osservatore Romano rexard- 
ing the reported visit of Mr. Lloyd 
George to Ru . Moscow, is pre- 
paring to wive a solemn welcome to 
the statesman. ‘ 

Acvording to the report, Mr. 
Lloyd George proposes to arrive 
incognito among a group of Eng- 
lish tourists. The message udds 
that the Soviet Governtnent .. con- 
sider the prospective visit to be of 
considerable importance from the 
point of view of Anglo-Soviet rela- 
tions. 

It is stated that a programme of 

receptions and. visits has been pre- 
pared, and that Mr. Lloyd George 
si! be reevived personally on his 
arrival by Stalin and Litvinoff. 
After an official visit. to Moscow 
and Leningrad he will be conduct- 
ed to the Ukraine and the Cau- 
easus, 

The message concludes by say- 
ing that the Bolahevists presume 
that Mr. Lloyd George will be con- 
verted to admiration of the Com- 
munist State, and that the, visit 
will contribute to givinfy a line to 
the political - situation of — this 
statesman, which is at present 
“much depressed.”

HAVOC OF STORM 
IN TUSCANY 


PANIC SCENES IN THE 
DARK 


Rome, July 19. 

Supplementary detnils of the 
devastating: storm) in Tuseany 
show that it was one of the most 
terrifying visitations experienced 
in weeent years. 

At Odolo, near Breseia, ‘the 
Vrenda broke its banks, sweeping 
away three bridges, flooding the 
houses, storey high, and tervrify- 
ing the inhabitants, who were sur- 
prised by the cyclone when most 
of them were in bed. There were 
panic scenes in utter darkness. 

At Ascanio, near Sienna, 2 
thiinderbolt crashed through =o 
house when the family were at 
table. Possing unharmed a wo- 
man feeding a baby, it threw down 
seven people, killing one of them, 
it then killed 2 watchdog, there- 
after crashing through the roof. 

Near Berigamo a railway loco- 
motive was struck by lightning, 
and panic-stricken passengers de- 
serted the train. At Saluzzo the 
storm was ° of — extraordinary 
violence. Thirty bridges were 
torn up, roads destroyed, crops 
ruined, houses flooded, 
population left derelict, suave for 
Government help being rushed to 
their aid, ' 

At Vincenza, a thunderbolt hit 
a tramear and dazed all the pas- 
sengers. In the Genon hinterland 
rivers ‘have been turned into de- 
vasting torrents.

SILVER DOLLARS AND 
-TO SPARE 


The stock of silver dollars in 
Shanghai banks has reached the 
highest figure in history. Twelve 
months ago 144,000,000 silver 
dollars were held in Shanghai 
banks; to-day the figure has risen 
to 240,000,000. - ee 


There is go little demand for dol- 
lars that they havo become worth 
fess us currency than their silver 
content, and about $6,000,000 have 
been meltéd for silver. In spite of 
this action, the-stock has risen 
steadily, and several more millions 
ure likely to be melted, 


Chaotic conditions in the tn- 

terior induce Chinese to send their 
silver dollars to Shanghai for safe- 
keeping. This moncy is not invest- 
ed and draws no interest. The 
bank vaults are filled to overflowing, 
und they acecpt new deposits even 
without interest unwillingly, 
financial experts declare this. ac- 
cumulation of dollars in Shanghai 
is an unmistakable indication of 
the severe trade recession in the 
interior. 


When. the Japanese conflict sturt- 
ed at Shanghai in January, banks 
field $173,000,000 in silver. Their 
stocks rose steadily during the con- 
flict, and reached the hitherto un- 
‘precedented figure of $200,000,000 
In April. The Sino-Jupanese truce 
in Mny was expected to bring re- 
lief, but did) not. Internal disor- 
ders exist quite aparl from the 
Japanese conflict. Bankers do not 
believe there can be any substan- 
tial improvement ih this situation 
for several months at least.

He has also forbidden Dr. 
Vesey to discuss the tragedy while 
in his present condition. : 

Dr. Vesey has been in Cardifl 
about three years and hag built up 
an extensive practice.

The most wretched man in 
France to-day is the station-mas- 
ter of a small Junction at Aigre- 
feuille, in Charente. ‘ 


Yor several weeks he has been 
preparing for the passage of the 
Under Sceretary of State for Pub- 
lic Works (which includes rail-° 
ways), who was due to arrive on 
Sunday on an official journey. The 
station had been newly painted, 
wuiting-room and _— buffet 
swept and garnished, the only 
porter was ready in. his Sunday 
uniform. 


During the stop at Aigrefeuille 
the train was divided, one section 
going on to La Rochelle and the 
other to Rochefort. The Under 
Secretary's saloon was to be taken 
off and attached to the part de- 
stined for La Rochelle, and the 
station-master had decided to 
aenereine the operation personal- 
y. 
Unfortunately, he ‘was called 
away at the critical moment, leav- 
ing the affair in the hands of the 
only porter. Naturally, when he 
returned to the scene the worst 
had happened; mistaking his in- 
structions, the porter had coupled 
the saldon on to the wrong section 
and despatched the Under Secre- 
tary to Rochefort instead of La 
Rochelle. :

Arriving too late to repair the

of Rochefort, who were not expec- 
ting the Under Secretary until 
two days later.

“CHINESE SOLDIERS 


FORTY ARRESTED ON HAL 
CHING YESTERDAY 


Exciting scenes were witnessed ab 
the Douglas Stenmship. Company’s 
wharf yesterday morning, when forty- 
three men, allegedly soldiers who have 
deserted frum the Nineteenth Route 
Atmy, were marched ashore under 
police escort. upon the urrival of the 
Douglas: steamer Hani Ching, 

It is stated that the men, who were 
dressed in uniform, boarded the vessel 
at Foochow. Amoy, und Swatow, All 
but three refused to pay their fares 
when called upon to do so by the 
ship's - Compradore, jand when an 
Indian guard remonstrated with them, 
he was set upon by one of the men. 

The guard in question went ashore 
at Swatow upon a-shopping expedi- 
tion, and whilst there, was nssaulted 
by six assuilants, three of whom he 

dentified, As the incident oc- 
curred in Chinese teritory, however, 
no action can be taken in Hongkong 
against the assailants. 

When the ship left Swatow, ship's 
officers steceeded in. isolating the 
stowaways, and wireless messages 
were sent to the Heud Office in Hong- 
kong asking that the police meet the 
ship. A strong squad of police, 
under tave European officers, were at 
the Douglas wharf when the Hai 
Ching arrived yesterday morning and 
the forty-three men were immediately 
placed under arrest. . 

Two of them, who were alleged to 
have been concerned: in the assault 
upon the Indian guard at Swatow, 
were rele sed, owingg to absence of 
jurisdicti dut of the remainder, 
forty were arrested on charges of 
travelling without having ‘paid their 
passages, und the other was arrested 
upon a charge of nasaulting the Indian 
guard upon the ship. The cases will 
he heard at the Kowloon Court at 9.30 
am. to-day. : . 

It is stuted that none of the men 
was armed, and appurently they were 
trying to rench Canton, Most of 
them were of a nondescript appear- 
ance, although nll ‘were dressed in 
various types of uniforms.

It is learned that the report of 
the ‘Lytton Commission is unanim- 
ous, .

reform so long as the nations 
pursue policies preventing, or at 
any rate hampering, this inter- 
change. - Nothing. can be gained 
and mich lost by attempting to ex- 
clude from discussion tariffs and 
war debts the very problems which 
endl most urgently for solution.—

City Hospital,” Professor 
Dr. Deycke, were charged with 
criminal negligence in feeding 
children with ‘anti-tubercular 
serum, discovered by the famous 
French bacteriologist M. Calmete.
